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Progress in the Development Areas 


After consultation with the Departments named in this article, the Board of Trade offers a brief 
report on some aspects of progress in the Development Areas. 


SPECIAL drive has been made during 1946 to 
free as much factory space as possible. The 
position is now that all premises in the develop- 

ment areas which were used for storage purposes and 
which are capable of being put to industrial use have 
already been cleared. The derequisitioning of all 
other industrial space will have been practically 
completed by the end of the current 
year. Though the industrial de- 
requisition programme is on the verge 
of completion, some of the factory space so freed is not 
yet in production. The firms that are taking over 
require time to organize their layout and general 
administration before they can undertake full-scale 
production. 

In general it can be said that the new factories 
which are first completed throughout the country will 
tend to be those on the pre-war estates where the land 
was already in the Government’s possession and where 
technical examination of had already been 
completed. Care is taken to spread new factories well 
over the areas. In Scotland the majority of the new 
factories will be in the trading estates, but these are 
widely spread. Development on estates is the method 
particularly suitable to the Scottish problems. 

In the North East, on the other hand, of the 6 million 
square feet of Government finanoed factory space 
which has been approved in this Area, 
only some 800,000 square feet is to be 
built at Team Valley, the pre-war 
trading estate. A eonsiderable 
number of privately financed projects, moreover, have 
been approved in the North-East Area, outside the 
industrial estates. 

The main difficulty in the acquisition of land in 
development areas is the selection of suitable sites. 
Regard must be paid not only to the availability of 
suitable labour, but also to planning considerations, 
e.g. to the necessity of not sterilizing the coal measures 
which underlie a large part of the development areas, 
to the suitability of the surface for building operations 
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and to the availability of services such as water, gas, 
electricity and sewage facilities. 

The legal formalities are on the whole not difficult, 
but to ensure that the normal legal procedure does 
not delay site clearance or building operations, the 
Board of Trade commonly obtain a right of entry to a 
selected site pending the completion of negotiations. 

The Board of Trade are now proceeding to set up 
reserves of land throughout the development areas by 
the acquisition of sites suitable for 
Reserves clearance and future industrial de- 
of Land velopment and also by acquiring land 

localities where it is foreseen that new factories 
will be needed in the future. 

The special attention given by the Government to 
the development areas is clearly reflected in the 
proportion of new factory building approved. The 
current figures of estimated cost are : 

development areas £53°7 million 
rest of N. & N.W. Britain £23°1 million 
8S. & E. Britain £23°7 million 

Thus rather more than half, by cost, of all new 
factory building is planned to take place in the 
development areas, which have less than one-sixth of 
the working population of the country. (Comparison 
by cost gives a truer picture than by number of 
projects.) 

These figures include both Government financed 
and private building schemes. 

The building programmes have had to face great 
initial difficulties but the stage of planning is now 
complete and the physical realization of the schemes 
is uow beginning. 

Except in South Wales, the shortage of building 
labour is not more acute in development areas than 
in the country generally. The percentage of out- 
standing demands for priority contracts in develop- 
ment areas is now considerably lower than in the 
country as a whole. Generally speaking they are met 
without undue delay. 

As regards priority in the allocation of building 
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supplies to factory projects, new factory buildings and 
extensions in development areas carry equal priority with 
housing for both labour and materials ; they thus share with 
new housing the first claim on these resources. 


Interim Employment Schemes 


The completion of the building programmes must take 
time and what is immediately needed is work to absorb the 
unemployed pending the building of new factories. Road 
widening, bridge building and what used to be called 
‘* public works ”’ generally, can provide work, it is true, but 
such projects are not capable of immediate application to 
the unemployment problem and provide at best only 
limited relief (particularly at present when there is a serious 
shortage of technical staff), involve a great deal of pre- 
paratory work, such as surveys and acquisition of land and 
property, and absorb a comparatively small amount of 
labour in relation to total expenditure incurred. Moreover, 
this work is uncongenial to, and unsuitable for, the majority 
of men who are not used to it. 


Work Provided in Areas 


The demolition of air raid shelters does, however, 
immediately provide a necessary and useful stopgap. Last 
year, local authorities were urged by the Home Office to 
prepare schemes for the absorption of unemployed men on 
this work. For example, in October last, 1,500 men were 
engaged on shelter clearance work in the Northern Civil 
Defence Region (which for all practical purposes represents 
the development area); in Scotland between 700 and 800 
men were so engaged, in South Lancashire and West 
Cumberland 140 men and in South Wales and Wrexham 
about 350 men. There are, however, practical limitations 
on the extent to which this programme can absorb dis- 
engaged labour—notably deficiencies of plant, transport and 
skilled supervision—and for certain types of job (e.g. the 
demolition of reinforced surface shelters by heavy mobile 
plant) experienced labour is indispensable. The work is, of 
course, of low priority, so that the Government would not be 
justified in diverting to it resources of material and plant 
which are required for more urgent and productive pro- 
grammes. In some areas, too, practically all the work 
which can suitably be undertaken by ‘‘ unemployed ”’ labour 
has already been completed and in others the total amount 
of shelter provided was inconsiderable. There is not much 
scope for the further absorption of unemployed men in the 
Northern development area, but efforts are being made to 
use approximately 200 more men in Scotland, another 100 
or so in Wales and at least another 100 in Lancashire. When 
that has been achieved, the shelter clearance programme in 
the development areas will probably have approached 
saturation point so far as the absorption of unemployed men 
is concerned. 

The clearance work which the Board of Trade are under- 
taking under the Distribution of Industry Act is also of 
assistance. The Board of Trade are proceeding to acquire 
and clear derelict land which is suitable to be brought into 
use for industrial purposes. They are in touch with local 
authorities and are encouraging them to put forward 
schemes for the clearance of derelict land for the improve- 
ment of amenities, and to make application for grants 
towards the cost of clearance. Where land is being cleared 
for immediate industrial development the work must 
obviously be carried out as rapidly as possible and the 
maximum use is, therefore, made of mechanical equipment, 
and as a result, the amount of employment given to un- 
skilled labour is limited. In other cases, where land is to be 
cleared to be held as an industrial reserve or to improve the 
amenities of the neighbourhood, this work will be carried 
out so as to give the maximum employment to general 
labourers. 

The Government is giving special attention to the pro- 
vision of work for development areas in Government 
factories. As regards the Royal Ordnance Factories, the 
use which can be made of those which are being retained on 
Government establishment is limited by the nature of their 
plant and equipment and the extent to which reserve 
munitions capacity must be maintained. The Ministry of 
Supply are, however, taking on civil work in the R.O.F s, 
in addition to the work they have in hand for the Services ; 
and in dealing with the distribution of the total load of work 
the maximum possible bas been given to factories in 
development areas, having regard to the specialized nature 
of most of the factories involved. For instance, it has been 
found possible to manufacture the concrete parts of the 
Airey house at Glascoed in Wales, and also to plan there the 
production of ceramics for housing fitments. The R.O.F. 
at Birtley in the North Eastern development area has had a 
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large new plant installed and is now engaged on the large 
scale production of pressed steel housing fitments. 


Temporary Transfer of Workers 


The Voluntary Temporary Transfer Scheme operated by 
the Ministry of Labour encourages temporary transfer of 
workers from development areas to other areas where work 
is available. The workers concerned will be given the same 
opportunities as others to obtain employment in the home 
areas when it becomes available and there will be special 
facilities for their return to the home areas. Transferees 
will keep themselves industrially fit and their wider experi- 
ence should be of great advantage to the areas in due course 
when they return. The number of temporary transferees 
from South Wales was at the end of September some 2,300, 


Training Schemes 


The special training needs of the development areas have 
been constantly in mind in the plans made since the end of 
the war for the building of training centres and every effort 
has been made to increase training facilities for the building 
trades and other skilled occupations. At the end of the war 
there were only four Government Training Centres in the 
development areas with a total of 904 training places. Since 
then the number of Centres in the areas has been increased 
to 21 and there are now some 7,000 training places available. 

Additional] sites and premises have been acquired and more 
Centres are being established, the present programme 
providing eventually for 30 Centres in the development 
areas. Five are to be in Durham and Tyneside, one in West 
Cumberland, eight in South Wales and one in North Wales, 
eight in Scotland and seven in South Lancashire (Wigan and 
St. Helens). 

These Centres will eventually provide a total of some 
13,000 training places on a single shift basis. Where 
possible, arrangements are being made for shift work at 
these Centres, and also for giving trainees experience on 
production ; measures which will further increase the 
number of trained workers becoming available. 

In addition to the Ministry of Labour training centres for 
building and other workers, the Disabled Persons Employ- 
ment Corporation, established by the Ministry of Labour, 
is setting up what are known as Remploy factories in 
various parts of the country where they are most needed. 
These factories are for the training and employment of 
disabled persons of either sex. Thirty-two are already 
proposed for the development areas and this programme will 
be added to as necessary. One at Bridgend is already in 
operation. Priority is given to these schemes, and the 
factories are being constructed by the Ministry of Works on 
behalf of the Corporation. 


Long Term Development of 
Communications 


Though the development of road, bridge and tunnel works 
does not provide immediate relief of unemployment on any 
considerable scale it is being pushed forward as an important 
part of long-term development in the areas. Thus in the 
case of South Wales the Ministry of Transport have decided 
on the construction of the Severn Road Bridge. This bridge 
is intended to form a link between Bristol and the South- 
West, London and the Midlands on the one hand, and 
South Wales on the other. On the Welsh side the 
Ministry of Transport plan to create, by new construction 
and by improvement, first class communication from the 
Severn Bridge, through a by-pass at Newport to Cardiff 
and Swansea. Considerable by-passes at Pyle, Port Talbot 
and Neath will also be required. The necessary Order for 
the Neath By-pass is at an advanced stage of preparation 
and other preparatory work is likewise well advanced. Con- 
structional work has already started on the new £250,000 
road which wil] form the final approach to Swansea, 

Not all projects put forward for development areas are 
found on examination to be worthy of being undertaken. 
For instance. a proposed main trunk road from North to 
South Wales has had some public mention, but the Govern- 
ment has found its construction unjustifiable ; the existing 
north-south trunk roads in Wales are not fully used, even at 
peak periods. 

Again, a project for a Forth Road Bridge has been 
publicly discussed. It is the Government’s view that since 
a bridge over the Forth would not improve communications 
between the Scottish development area and the south, this 
scheme is by no means as urgent as, for instance, the Tyne 
Tunnel. The Forth Road project is, nevertheless, regarded 
as one for which plans should be ready in case it; should be 
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selected as a work suitable for providing employment at a 
time when industrial activities need special stimulus; and 
Parliamentary powers for the scheme have been taken with 
this end in view. 

A number of new roads for the Cumberland area have 
been planned and survey work has begun. 

The Tyne Tunnel Act has received Royal Assent and work 
is proceeding on the preparation of contract plans and 
drawings with a view to starting the work at the earliest 
possible date. 


Revitalization of Basic Industry 
Mining 


The Coal Industry Nationalization Act empowers the 
Minister of Fuel and Power to advance up to £150 million 
for capital expenditure and working capital which will 
provide adequate cayital for the modernization of the 
collieries in the different divisions and areas into which the 
industry will be divided, though proper account will have to 
be taken of the economic returns obtainable and of the 
social costs involved. Social problems will be created by 
concentration and will receive very careful consideration by 
the Coal Board. 

Special attention is being paid to the need for mining 
machinery. 

The manufacture of mining machinery is centralized in a 
relatively small group of manufacturers, and although the 
programme of requirements for mining machinery is increas- 
ing, it has been fourd possible to meet this increased demand 
by developing existing capacity, much of which is in the 
development areas; e.g. existing mining machinery firms 
are already located at towns such as Gateshead, Workington, 
Newport, Glasgow and Dundee, and the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power have been able to give a special stimulus to work of 
this nature in development areas in cases where new types 
of mining machinery have had to be made under licence 
from America. Any large scale re-orientation of the mining 
machinery industry must, however, await the consideration 
of the National Coal Board. 


Engineering, Iron and Steel 

In the supervision exercised by the Ministry of Supply of 
the progressive development and siting of the engineering 
industries, the ultimate needs of the areas are constantly 
in mind. The Iron and Steel Board has been set up with 
the object, amongst others, of examining existing. and 
formulating new, proposals for the development and 
modernization of the ivon and steel industry in all its 
ramifications. The Board will consider the potential effect 
that individual projects may have on employment and, in 
so far as unemployment may be involved, will discuss 
remedial measures, including a possible modification of the 
projects, with all the interests concerned, before it agrees 
that a project may go ahead. 
Shipbuilding 

The shipbuilding industry will be busy for some time to 
come coping with an abnormal pressure of work in replace- 
ment of war losses of ships, on the repairs required to 
merchant vessels after their war service and in reconversion 
to trade of the troopships which have been employed in 
Government service. The maintenance of a suitable level 
of employment in shipyards when the present heavy load 
has been dealt with, is the special concern of the Shipbuilding 
Advisory Committee which advises the Admiralty. This 
Committee was set up to advise on all matters affecting the 
efficiency and stability of the shipbuilding industry. The 
Committee has already begun its task but it is not yet 
possible to forecast the policy which is likely to be adopted 
when the present pressure on shipyards has passed. It is 
hardly necessary to say, however, that the Government 
fully recognizes the special importance of a steady level of 
shipyard employment in those areas which are largely 
dependent upon that industry for their prosperity. 


Provision of Services 


In the field of gas and electricity services the Minister of 
Fuel and Power is assisting development in the areas, some- 
times with the aid of loans under the Development of 
Industry Act. Further development depends to 
extent on the re-organization of the industries, a matter 
which is now receiving the attention of this Ministry. 

The Ministry of Health are encouraging the local author- 
ities and statutory water undertakers to revise old schemes 
and to prepare new ones for needed improvements of water 
supply, sewerage and sewage disposal. HKighty-one such 
schemes, estimated to cost about £3-7 millions, have already 


some 
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been approved in principle and a further eighty schemes, 
estimated to cost more than £6 millions are known to be in 
preparation. The highest priority is being given to this 
work both in the Ministry and locally. Grants of up to 
85 per cent. of the cost of approved schemes are being made 
under the Distribution of Industry Act, 1945. 


Housing 


The Ministry of Health are giving every encouragement to 
development areas to build as many houses as their building 
labour resources permit. In addition, special allocations of 
permanent prefabricated houses are being made to the local 
authorities concerned which will not only increase the total 
amount of additional housing accommodation becoming 
available in the area but also, during erection, provide 
employment for a high proportion of unskilled labour in 
comparison with that employed on traditional brick houses. 

Indirectly, local authorities are also assisting in the 
solution of the general unemployment problem by providing 
houses for key workers coming into the areas to start up the 
new factories on which the employment of the local popula- 
tion will largely depend. 


Local Transport 


As regards local transport facilities in the development 
areas, bus services are being improved as rapidly as the 
resources of the operators, in terms of vehicles and ma»- 
power, permit. Operators are fully alive to the need te 
expand services wherever development occurs, and the 
licensing machinery of the Road Traffic Acts is well adapted 
to deal promptly with proposals to build up services as 
required by changes in local conditions. 


Pig Iron and Steel Production 


The table below shows pig iron and steel production 
in the United Kingdom in November 1946, with previous 
figures for comparison. 

Pig iron output during the four weeks of November was 
615,600 tons, a rate of 7,903,000 tons a year, compared with 
600,000 tons or an annual rate of 7,801,000 tons for the 
same month last year. 

Steel production during November was 1,055,000 tons for 
the four weeks, a rate of 13,715,000 tons a year, compared 
with 990,000 tons or an annual rate of 12,870,000 tons for 
November 1945.

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Supplies of Consumer Goods to the 
Home Civilian Market 


URTHER figures in the form of annual rates relating 

to supplies of consumer goods to the home market are 

given in the accompanying table. These relate to the 
month of October or to longer periods ending in September 
or October and are in continuation of the series already 
published in this Journal of October 26 and November 23. 

October figures for most items showed that the improved 
supplies of September were fully maintained or even 
increased. Supplies of footwear and the unit value of 
supplies of utility furniture, when adjusted for the number 
of working days, show smal] decreases—footwear of 14 per 
cent. and utility furniture of 4 per cent.—though actual 
supplies for the month were higher in both cases than in 
September. For longer periods, supplies of household goods 
for the third quarter of 1946 were affected by holidays and 
were about the same as, or slightly below, the corresponding 
supplies for the second quarter. 

In spite of holidays, the index number for July/August 
of the furniture and furnishings group is one point higher 
than for May/June while the corresponding provisional 
index number for the hardware group is 3 points below 
the May/June peak—a fall of 14 per cent. 

The index number for footwear for September/October 
at 145 is 17 points (or 13 per cent.) above that for July/ 
August and 13 points above the earlier May/June peak.

The more important series give the following comparisons: 
Footwear : 

October supplies of non-rubber footwear adjusted for the 
number of working days fell by about 1 per cent. compared 
with September, owing to the decline in women’s and 
children’s footwear. For the same periods, supplies of 
rubber footwear fell by 1} per cent 
Gloves : 

Supplies of knitted gloves in July/August were 20 per 
cent. lower than in May/June, a fall partly seasonal and 
partly accounted for by holidays. 

Cloth (Wool) : 

Supplies of wool cloth for clothing in October were the 
highest yet recorded, being 13 per cent. higher than in 
September and 8 per cent. above the earlier May peak. 
Non-wool Cloth : 

October supplies of non-wool cloth were also the highest, 
being 18 per cent. above the September figure and 15 per 
cent. above the earlier peak in August. Supplies for the 
two months September/October were 9 per cent. above those 
for July/August. 

Hand-knitting Yarn : 

October supplies further increased (by 16 per 
compared with September, and reached a new 
nearly 14 per cent. above the previous peak in July. 
Wool Blankets : 

Wool blankets in October were in better 
24 per cent. than in September, though 6 per cent. 
the record figure for May. 

Other Household Textiles : 

Supplies of other household textiles in September/October 
when compared with those for July/August showed increases 
for cotton blankets (14 per cent.), sheets (8 per cert.) and 
pillow-cases (22 per cent.), but a slight decline for towels

Compared with 
a year ago, all items showed substantial increases, including 
cotton blankets, 14 per cent., sheets 35 per cent., and 
towels 55 per cent. 

Bedding : 

In August/September supplies of mattresses were 4 per 
cent. higher than in June/July and 55 per cent. higher than 
a year ago. Comparable figures for pillows and bolsters 
were 44 per cent. and 103 per cent. 

Utility Furniture : 

The total unit value in October unadjusted for working 
days was 6 per cent. higher than in September and 124 per 
cent. higher than in October 1945. 

Prams, etc. : 

Supplies of prams and folders to the home market in 
October were 26 per cent. higher than in September, and 
the highest recorded in this series. Those of push chairs 
increased by 8 per cent. 

Domestic hardware: 

The index for domestic pottery in the third quarter of 
1946 was 2 per cent. lower than in the second ; that for 
cutlery was 8 per cent. lower, while that for household 
brushes and brooms showed no appreciable change. 
Tobacco : 

Supplies in October were 10 per cent. 
September, and reached a new peak.

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Revised Maximum Prices 
for Utility Furniture 


HE Board of Trade have made Orders* increasing the 

maximum prices of most models of upholstered utility

Trade with Japan 


NFORMATION has been received by the Board of Trade 

of the commodities included in the advance Japanese 

import/export programme for 1947 drawn up by the 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers. Representatives 
of British firms interested in Japanese trade (including 
shipping and insurance companies) are invited to inspect the 
programme at the office of the Sundry Materials Branch of 
the Board of Trade, 10 Old Jewry, London, E.C.2, to whom 
all requests for specific purchases from Japan and offers 
of goods for Japan should be made. While all trade with 
Japan remains on a government to government basis, the 
Sundry Materials Branch of the Board of Trade will be the 
normal channel of communication with Japan for trading 
interests in this country and will handle in London the 
arrangements for effecting purchases and sales between 
British Government supply representatives in Tokyo and 
the occupation authorities. 

There are still many difficulties, including payments 
difficulties which will limit for the present the rate and 
volume of both imports into and exports from Japan, 
even if the supplies are physically available. Imports for

Applications for licences to import these additional goods 
from the overseas countries, participating in the Token 
Import arrangements, will be considered only when accom- 
panied by the appropriate evidence, issued under the 
authority of the overseas Governments concerned, identify- 
ing the goods which are the subject of the application, with 
the output of the specified overseas manufacturer. The 
overseas manufacturer of the goods or his export agent 
should apply for this evidence and should send it to the 
importer in the United Kingdom, who will then enclose it 
with his application for an import licence. 


Applications for import licences cannot be considered 
until the Import Licensing Department receive the requisite 
evidence issued by the overseas authorities. Premature 
applications will only prove a source of confusion and will 
not help in any way to secure favourable consideration for a 
subsequent application duly accompanied by such evidence. 

This procedure does not affect: applications for import 
licences for goods not included in the list of items subject 
to Token Import Arrangements. Such applications will 
continue to be dealt with under the existing procedure. 

It should be noted that bottled fruits processed for serving 
with ice-cream may be sold only direct to the soda fountain 
and milk bar trade. 

The following amendments have been made in the list of 
commodities announce! in Notices to Importers Nos. 182 


and 218 :— 

(a) The heading ‘‘ Beehives and frames’’ which 
appeared on the first Token Import List announced 
in Notice to Importers No. 182 has now been 
extended to include bee veils, bee smokers, and 
other beekeepers’ accessories. 

(b) The heading “‘ silvered sheet and plate glass exclud- 
ing mirrors ”’ has now been deleted from the list and 
replaced by ‘‘ mirrors conforming in shape and size 
to those in current use for utility furniture.” 





Revised Licensing Procedure for 
Unwrought Copper and Zinc 


The Ministry of Supply has revised the licensing pro- 
cedure for the acquisition of unwrought copper and zinc 
and copper wire rods. 

Applications for licences to acquire unwrought copper and 
zinc, will in future only be granted if accompanied by the 
following signed declarations :— 

1. ‘‘ We certify that the quantity requested on the 
accompanying application is needed to cover orders for our 
products, and that in the case of applications for virgin 
metal full allowance has been made for our expected intake 
of scrap.” 

2. ‘‘ We certify that, in respect of unwrought metal, our 
existing stocks plus our outstanding purchases, plus the 
tonnage now being applied for, will not exceed 6 months’ 
consumption at our average monthly rate of consumption in 
September and October 1946.” 

Applicants for licences to acquire hot rolled copper wire 
rods are not required to furnish the second of the above 
declarations. The issue of a rod licence, however, does not 
guarantee that the holder will be able to place contracts 
against the licence, either with rod manufacturers or the 
Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals. 


Control of Timber Order 


The Control of Timber (No. 43) Order is being issued and 
is expected to be published and to come into force on 
December 23. This Order wil! restrict the material that 
may be disposed of or acquired without licence in amounts 
not exceeding £1 worth per month, to home-grown timber 
(other than logs) and ‘‘ recovered-——unclassified ’? material. 
The Order will also provide that such purchases may only 
be made from a person authorized by licence to dispose 
of timber and materials against a declaration in the form 
set out in the First Schedule to the Control of Timber 
(No. 32) (General Provisions) Order. 

Forms of application for a licence to dispose of timber and 
material against such declarations will be obtainable from 
Area Officers of the Timber Control. 

The purpose of the new Order is to preserve imported 
timber for more important uses without entirely depriving 
the public of the opportunity to obtain without licence 
small quantities of timber for necessary repairs or other 
essential work. 








Parcel Post to India 


Serious delay is occuring in the clearance of goods sent by 
parcel post to India. This is primarily due to delay by 
importers in producing the necessary documents, i.e., 
invoices, certificates of origin, import licences, etc., required 
by the Indian Customs authorities and has resulted in heavy 
accumulation of parcels at the various Posta] Customs depots 
in India. With a view to relieving the congestion, it is 
recommended that United Kingdom traders despatching 
goods by parcel post to India should, in their own interests, 
send by air mail, directly to the consignees in India, 
duplicates of all necessary documents, e.g., 

(a) clear customs declaration ; 

(b) certificate of origin ; and 

(c) invoice showing separately values for each item 

enclosed in the parcel. 

The receipt of these duplicate documents prior to the 
arrival of the parcels in India will enable the consignees to 
facilitate Customs clearance. 

(Notre.—It is desirable that where necessary any swppliers’ 
buying commission should be included in the cost of the articles 
noted in the customs declaration.) 
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Sea Passages from India to United 


Kingdom 


HE following notice issued by the Home Department 
of the Government of India, has been received from 
the Senior Trade Commissioner at Delhi. 

“The Government of India have decided to discontinue 
the issue of priorities for passage to the United Kingdom. 
This decision does not mean that shipping conditions have 
returned to normal, but, in consultation with shipping 
interests, the Government have come to the conclusion that 
the improvement has been such that they would no longer 
be justified in withholding such passage accommodation, 
as is available, from the shipping lines which, in normal 
times, dispose of it. This decision is in accordance with the 
views expressed to them on behalf of the public travelling 
by this route. 

Bulk allotment of shipping will continue to be made by 
His Majesty’s Government while the Sea Passages Board 
(India) will continue to co-ordinate the requirements of the 
various claimants. The civilian allotment each month will 
be placed at the disposal of a joint body representing the 
shipping lines which will allot accommodation to applicants 
through the medium of a passage pool. 

From December 1 persons desiring to travel to the 
United Kingdom should apply to a Shipping or Travel 
Agent. The Agent will forward the names to the Secretaries 
of the Passage Pool who will register them for accommoda- 
tion (after priority holders) in the order of application. 

Allotment of priority made by Government up to the 
end of November for passage in the first half of 1947 will 


be intimated to the Secretaries of the Passage Pool and, 
subject to compliance by intending passengers with the 
conditions indicated elsewhere in this announcement, this 
will be honoured by them in the allocation of accommoda- 
tion. 

Persons allotted priorities who have refused offers of 
accommodation by the end of December will not be included 
in the list to be handed over to the Secretaries of the 
Passage Pool and if they still wish to travel, must make 
fresh application to their Shipping or Travel Agents. 

After November 30 intending passengers who hold 
priorities allotted by the Government should confirm with 
their Shipping/Travel Agents not more than eight and not less 
than six weeks beforehand, the approximate date on which 
they wish to sail. If this is not done, it will not be possible 
for the Secretaries of the Passage Pool to comply with the 
priorities allotted. 

It is emphasized that intending civilian passengers 
to the United Kingdom who have not applied for priority 
by November 30 should apply for accommodation to a 
Shipping or Travel Agent. Applications must not, in any 
case, be made direct to the Secretaries of the Passage 
Pool.”’ 

Business travellers to India, who wish to return by sea, 
are advised to initiate arrangements for their return 
passages before they leave the United Kingdom, with 
Travel Agents known to have offices in India.

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Peak Figures for Exports in November 
and High Imports 


HE value of exports of United Kingdom goods in 

November amounted to £92-1 million, which exceeded 

the previous peak month of July by £0-2 million and 
was £1-2 million higher than in October.

The export figures include supplies for relief and re- 
habilitation in liberated areas, as well as shipments by 
N.A.A.F.I. and similar organizations for the use of United 
Kingdom forces abroad. The value of exports by 
U.N.R.R.A. included in the November total was £3-5 million 
as against £3-3 million in October. The corresponding 
figures for N.A.A.F.I. were £0-°8 million and £1-0 million 
respectively. Exclusive of U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.I. 
shipments, the value of exports in November amounted to 
£87°8 million, which is £1-:2 million higher than the corres- 
ponding figure for October, and £1-7 million higher than that 
for July. 

Allowing for the rise in prices since 1938 and during the 
current year, the volume of exports in November, as in 
October, is estimated at 17 per cent. greater than in 1938, 
compared with 20 per cent. in July. 

Imports in November (£124-3 million) exceeded the 
average for the third quarter by 14 per cent. and though 
£3-1 million less than in October, were otherwise the highest 
both by value and by volume since the end of the war. 


Re-exports (£4°8 million) were £0-8 million higher than in 
the previous month and, apart from August, the highest for 
overa year. Re-exports of rubber and wool each amounted 
to £1-2 million and the two together, as in October, repre- 
sented half the total. The rise in the total last month was 
due to larger shipments of rubber (nearly three times the 
1938 average), tea and cocoa. Re-exports by U.N.R.R.A. 
and N.A.A.F.I. in November amounted to £730,000, 
compared with £900,000 in October and an average of 
£660,000 in the third quarter. ; 


The value of retained imports in November (£119-5 million) 
was £3:9 million (3 per cent.) lower than in October, but 
one-seventh above the third quarter average. The whole 
of the decrease compared with October was accounted for 
by food, drink and tobacco, which fell by £5-6 million (9 per 
cent.) from the high October total, but there was an off- 
setting increase of £1-3 million for raw materials, retained 
imports of these and of manufactured articles each being the 
highest since the end of the war. Detailed particulars of 
our imports, exports, and re-exports in November were 
published on December 20.* The table on page 1859 shows 
the summary figures for retained imports and British 
exports. 

The increase of £1-2 million in exports in November 
eompared with October, was due to a seasonal rise in parcel 
post (£0-9 million), together with small increases for manu- 
factured articles and raw materials—each the highest by 
value since the end of the war; food, drink and tobacco, 
on the other hand, fell by £0-7 million. Almost the whole of 
this reduction was due to a fall of £599,000 in exports of 
cigarettes. 


The quantity of coal exported (238,000 tons) was the 
lowest for over a year and less than one-tenth of the 1938 
average. Exports of brass scrap, which had been small 
prior to October, rose to £733,000, the quantity (11,400 tons) 
being more than five times the average for 1938. This was 
the first shipment to the United States under the arrange- 
ment whereby that country and Canada are to undertake the 
refining of the scrap, the copper recovered being re- 
turned to the United Kingdom. In October 8,800 tons had 
been sent to Canada. Other groups contributing to the 
higher value of exports of raw materials were raw wool, etc., 
unmanufactured oils, and miscellaneous (essentially tar and 
pitch).

Exports of Metals 


Exports of metal goods (£42°0 million) exceeded the 
record October total by £0-:7 million. |The main increase 
was for vehicles, which rose by £1-1 million to £12-7 million, 
but exports of machinery also increased slightly to £13-1 
million. In each case these were record figures and together 
the two groups accounted for 28 per cent. of the total of all 
exports compared with 25 per cent. in the third quarter, 
24 per cent. in the second and 20 per cent. in the first. 
Record figures were also established for cutlery, hardware, 
etc., which passed the £3 million mark for the first time, and 
for electrical goods and apparatus, which just exceeded the 
October total of £4:0 million. There were offsetting de- 
creases of over £0-5 million for iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metal goods, each of which were below the third quarter’s 
average. 

The number of new motor cars exported (9,607) reached a 
new high record at two and a half times the 1938 average, 


being 1,466 more than the previous record figure for 
October. Exports of motor car chassis (1,345), however, 


were little more than half the October total, and two-thirds 
of the 1938 rate. Exports of new commercial vehicles and 
chassis have risen from 5,140 in September to 5,314 and 
5,472 in October and November, all these being record 
figures and over three times the highest pre-war figure (for 
1937). Exports of pedal cycles (123,500) also exceeded the 
previous record for October, being nearly twice as many as 
in the best pre-war year (1937), but motor cycles fell by 
one-fifth to about the average of the third quarter. Ex- 
ports of locomotives and parts, though slightly below the 
record July total, were otherwise the highest since the end 
of the war, and more than four times those in 1938 ; one- 
quarter of the exports of locomotives, however, were ship- 
ments to Yugoslavia on U.N.R.R.A. account. 


The quantity of machinery exported in November (55,200 
tons) was maintained at the high October level, or two-fifths 
above that in 1938. Exports of agricultural machinery 
regained the high July total and were more than four times 
the 1938 average. The tonnage of electrical machinery 
exported was the highest this year and two-fifths above 
that in 1938; shipments to Russia, which were negligible 
before the war, represented one-quarter of the total in 
October and November. Exports of prime movers were 
the highest since 1930, and exceeded the 1938 average by 
one-half; those of boilers and boiler-house plant have 
increased in each month since August, but in November 
were still below the pre-war average. HExports of textile 
machinery fell by one-fifth to less than in 1938, but were 
well above the third quarter’s average. For machine tools 
and cranes, hoists and other lifting machinery, exports were 
about twice as great as before the war, but slightly lower 
than in October. 


Among electrical goods, the number of wireless receiving 
sets exported (47,700), though 6,800 less than in October, 
were much higher than in any other month this year, and 
nearly seven times the pre-war number ; exports of wireless 
valves amounted to 522,000, and apart from June were the 
highest on record. 


The tonnage of iron and steel exported (151,000 tons) fell 
by one-eighth to less than the pre-war average, and the 
second lowest this year. Apart from pig iron and ferro- 
alloys, the decrease was general. Nearly one-third was 
in respect of wrought tubes, shipments of which were 
nevertheless one-quarter higher than in 1938 ; Palestine and 
India accounted for most of the decrease compared with 
October, but there was a substantial increase in supplies to 
Iran for the oilindustry. Exports of bars and rods, uncoated 
plates and sheets, and angles, shapes and sections were the 
lowest or second lowest this year, though still above the 1938 
average, but railway constructional material fell to one-half 
of the 1938 figure. Exports of tinned plates were little 
more than one-third of the pre-war average. 

Reductions in exports of non-ferrous metals were general, 
except for aluminium and aluminium manufactures which 
exceeded the record October total and were nearly eight 
times the pre-war average. Exports of brass and brass 
manufactures remained, however, more than three times 
those in 1938, and exports of copper and copper manufac- 
tures were double the pre-war average. Shipments of tin 
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blocks were the lowest for a year, being only one-fifth of 
1938. 


Exports of Textiles 


Exports of textiles (£19-5 million) were the highest since 
the end of the war, being slightly greater than in July and 
£2 million more than in October. The increase was general, 
but was comparatively small for cotton goods and silk and 
artificial silk goods. Exports of woollen and worsted 
manufactures were the highest by value since 1929, while 
those of miscellaneous textiles and apparel exceeded those 
in any month since 1920, the latter being more than £4 
million for the first time since then. 


The rise among woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures was general. Exports of wool tops were the highest 
for seven years, of yarns for six years, and of carpets for 
five years. The quantity of woollen and worsted piece- 
goods exported rose by 1-0 million square yards to 7:5 
million, this figure being the highest since May and only 
slightly below the 1938 average. 


The small rise for cotton goods was due to larger exports 
of yarns, the quantities of piece-goods and thread exported 
remaining practically unchanged. There was also no 
appreciable change for rayon piece-goods, but rather larger 
exports of yarns. Among miscellaneous textiles, linen piece- 
goods exceeded the 1938 average for the first time tince 1940. 

The principal items of apparel for which there were 
increases compared with October were mackintoshes, etc., 
women’s and girls’ outer clothing and shirts, collars and 
cuffs. For most items for which quantities are available 
exports were, in the majority of cases, higher than in 1938. 
Hosiery of all descriptions showed a great rise, as did gloves 
and men’s overcoats among items not already mentioned. 
Denmark continues to take about one-quarter of the 
total exports. 


Other Manufactures 


The value of exports of all other manufactures (£19-3 
million) was £2-2 million less than in October. Nearly one- 
half of this decrease was accounted for by a general reduction 
for all items in the miscellaneous manufactures group, which, 
at £5-:7 million, was, however. apart from October, the 
highest peace-time figure recorded. Exports of chemicals 
(£5-9 million) were lower by £0-6 million, over half of the 
reduction being due to the decline from the high October 
figure in shipments of drugs and medicines to the Far East. 
Exports of ammonium sulphate exceeded the 1938 average 
for the third time this year. The number of motor car tyres 
exported (76,000) was one-quarter below the October 
figure—which was roughly equal to the average for 1938. 
The reduction of £244,000 in the value of exports of footwear 
was largely the result of smaller relief shipments to Yugo- 
slavia. 


The value of pottery exported in November was practically 
unchanged at £1-1 million, but the quantity fell by 6,000 
tons owing to much reduced exports of the low valued 
refractory goods. Exports of paper and board (12,200 tons), 
though 2,300 tons below the relatively high figure of the 
previous month, were the third highest this year and only 
one-sixth below the 1938 average. 


Food and Tobacco Imports 


Retained imports of food, drink and tobacco in November 
(£56-1 million) were 9 per cent. below those in October but 
7 per cent. above the average for the third quarter. Com- 
pared with October there was a reduction of about £24 
million for both grain and meat, of £1 million for fresh 
fruit and vegetables and of £1-7 million for beverages ; the 
value of dairy produce rose by £1 million and for the first 
time this year there was a substantial importation of feeding 
stuff for animals, the value, £828,000, being the highest since 
1940. The imports were nearly all oil seed cake and meal. 


The quantity of wheat imported fell from the relatively 
high figure for October to 269,000 tons, which is only 
three-fifths of the 1938 average. Imports of flour fell from 
40,300 tons to 6,400 tons, the lowest figure on record, owing 
to the diversion of Canadian supplies to the Far East. 
Imports of meat (98,000 tons) were almost 20,000 tons less 
than in October, half of this decline being due to smaller 
imports of corned beef. The quantity of bacon and ham 
imported was the lowest for more than a year. There was a 
seasonal increase in imports of poultry. 

Among the principal items of dairy produce, imports of 
butter were about the average, though more than double 
those in October ; cheese was below normal, being one-fifth 
Jess than in October. Imports of fresh eggs (104 million) 
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were the highest since April; dried eggs (3,100 tons) were 
about the same as in September and October. Condensed 
milk, having been imported in exceptionally large amounts 
during the previous three months, fell by over one-half to 
8,000 tons. The fall of £1 million for fresh fruit and 
vegetables resulted from seasonal declines for tomatoes and 
grapes, but there were larger imports of apples and oranges ; 
supplies of the latter were, however, only three-fifths of 
those in November 1945. The reduction of £1°7 million for 
beverages was due to there having been exceptionally large 
imports of tea in October. Imports of sugar have declined 
month by month from 246,000 tons in May to 63,000 tons 
last month (owing to reduced shipments from Cuba), when 
the quantity imported was less than one-third of the 1938 
average. 

The value of the tobacco imported (£9-6 million) just 
exceeded the record total for October; the quantity 
(59 million Ibs.) was more than double the 1938 average. 


Imports of Materials 


The value of retained imports of raw materials was 
£37-3 million, compared with £36.0 million in October and a 
monthly average of £29-4 million in the third quarter of this 
year. The most important group increases were those 
recorded for rubber and for oilseeds, oils, etc., which in 
November each represented over one-sixth of the total for 
retained imports of all raw materials, as did wood and 
timber. The reduction of over £2 million in imports of 
non-metalliferous mining and quarry products was due to 
the negligible quantity of diamonds imported in November. 


The quantity of rubber imported (50,500 tons) was the 
highest monthly total ever recorded, exceeding the previous 
record figure (May of this year) by one-fifth, and being more 
than three and a half times the 1938 average. Re-exports 
were also heavy—8,000 tons compared with 3,000 tons per 
month in 1938. 


Imports of oilseeds, oils, etc., were the highest by value 
for over three years. The increase compared with recent 
months was mostly due to a large shipment of linseed oil 
from the Argentine (valued at £1-6 million)—the first 
supplies since May. There was a substantial increase in 
imports of palm kernels, but reductions for palm oil and for 
crude petroleum—imports of which had been heavy in the 
period July-October. Of the various descriptions of 
refined petroleum, fuel oil and diesel oil were again imported 
at about twice the pre-war figure, but imports of motor 
spirit, though higher than in October, were only two-thirds 
of the 1938 average. 


Retained imports of cotton were about equal to the 
average monthly figure for this year, but two-thirds of the 
1938 average. Shipments from the United States were 
much larger than in recent months but under one-third of 
pre-war. Most of the increase compared with October for 
retained imports of wool was the result of reduced, though 
still heavy, re-exports. 


Imports of cattle hides were the highest since May of this 
year, and were almost double the 1938 average. 


Supplies of timber were maintained at roughly the same 
level as in October. Imports of softwoods (122,000 
standards) were, with one exception, the highest since 
August 1939, and reached three-quarters of the 1938 
average. Imports of pitprops, though one-sixth lower than 
in October, were still well above the pre-war figure. The 
quantity of wood pulp imported was again roughly half the 
pre-war supplies, while imports of newsprint recovered from 
the low figures for the previous three months to just over 
one-third of the 1938 average. 


The quantity of iron ore imported (571,000 tons compared 
with 425,000 tons in 1938) was much the same as in earlier 
months of this year. Imports of pig iron and of finished 
steel were again negligible compared with pre-war figures, 
while those of semi-finished steel, the lowest since July, were 
one-eighth below the average for 1938. As in October, 
the quantity of aluminium imported was well below the 
level of the third quarter of this year, though still more 
than double that for 1938. Retained imports of tin ore (the 
highest since May) and of unwrought copper (about equal 
to the average for July-October) were each one-third higher 
than in 1938. 

Imports of machinery were rather below the average for 
earlier months of this year, the only important change 
compared with October being a reduction in imports of 
agricultural tractors from the United States. Imports of 
electrical goods, which in October included a large shipment 
of wireless equipment, were over £1 million less than in 
that month.

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Manufacture of Plywood and Related 
Products in Western Germany 


P to the outbreak of war, Germany possessed 75 ply- 
wood factories, of which 63 were in Western Germany 
and of these no less than 42 concerns lie in the British 

Zone, where the proximity of the seaports made it a 

convenient location for the industry which depended to a 

eonsiderable extent on imports of Gaboon ( Akowmi) timber 

from French West Africa and Douglas fir from North 

America. 

The industry employed approximately 12,000 persons in 
1939 and the capacity of output for the whole of Germany 
was pro bably about 375,000 M®, of which 225,000 M* was in 
plywood and 150,000 M* in blockboards or related pro- 
ducts. Production of plywood was, however, insufficient 


to meet the domestic demands and increasing imports 
became necessary, and by 1938 had reached a figure of 
65,500 M* valued at R.M. 11 million, while exports had 


dwindled to 5,700 M®.

The reports generally show that relatively little technical 
progress was made in Germany during the war, that with 
few minor exceptions the plant equipment was of pre-war 
design and the quality of the products showed no 
superiority. 

During the war all imports ceased and this caused a turn- 
over to beech plywood which proved in most cases to be a 
satisfactory though wasteful substitute for imported timber, 
especially in the case of resin bonded aircraft owing to the 
porous nature of the grain. Beech suitable for 
occurs mainly in the forests of south-west Germany and in 
this respect supplies were not well situated and the industry 
was further handicapped by the stoppage or reduction of 
many of the usual adhesives. Apart from beech, other 
home-grown timbers such as pine, alder, poplar and birch 
continued to be used in the various utility grades of ply- 
wood and as cores. The quality of beech was considered 
lower than that of the imported article, yields 
ranging from 30-41 per cent. of the log volume whereas with 
Gaboon and American Douglas fir yields of 45-55 per cent. 
were obtained.

German Plywood Plants 


Few plants were provided with log ponds and yard 
storage in the long length up to five months and the use if 
protective end coatings were considered sufficient seasoning. 
Steaming preparatory to cutting was usually carried out in 
conerete vats for periods ranging from 48-72 hours, including 
the heating and cooling periods, the temperature being 
raised slowly and gradually reduced to 140 degrees F’. before 
being sawn to lathe length and barked. 

Most plants were equipped with rotary cutters of pre-war 
design varying in length from 35 to 129 inches and the more 
modern lathes were designed to cut veneer through a range 
of -01 to -14 inches in thickness by means of simple adjust- 
ments and which also permitted variable speeds of operation. 
Veneer slicers were used to a far less extent and mainly for 
face veneers and decorative panels. Aircraft veneer, 
varying from -008 to -047 inch in thickness was generally 
eut on smaller and more accurate lathes in order to achieve 
a high degree of uniformity in thickness. In most plants 
veneer was collected on motor-driver or manually operated 
reels being subsequently unrecled and clipped to width by 
conventional clippers. The cutting of searf joints on 
veneer sheets simultaneously with the peeling of veneer was 
not usually practised and seems to have been limited to 
cutting panels for long lengths of laminated wood products. 


Aircraft Plywood 
Although resin-bonded aircraft plywood was reported to 
have been used for gliders as far back as 1935 it was not 


until 1942 that there was any general extension of its use for 
aircraft. Beech veneer was generally fabricated without 
further moisture conditioning, but in a number of plants it 
was subjected to further treatment at per cent. 
relative humidity at a temperature of 82-86 degrees, thin 
aircraft veneers requiring about 45 minutes’ treatment. 

Kdge jointing of thick packs of veneer was accomplished 
by jointers of the travelling carriage types, the packs being 
firmly clamped in place during the operation and urea- 
formaldehyde glue applied by brush to the jointed edge of 
the pack. Electrically heated splicers were used for edge 
gluing of aircraft: veneer. 

Aircraft pressed in multi

Furniture Plywood 

Utility and furniture plywood was made on conventional 
lines and graded according to quality. 

Block boards, or veneer-faced panels, having cores made 
up of edge-glued strips of wood not exceeding one inch in 
width placed between outer veneer faces with the grain of 
the core at right angles to that of the outer veneers have 
been widely developed in Germany for wall panels and 
furniture. The construction of the was modified to 
meet special conditions, for instance in the case of decorative 
panelling for ships, the cores were prepared by laminating 
veneer approximately 4 inch thick into billets with urea 
resin glue and then resawing the billets across the glue 
lines into core stock ~ to 14 inch thick. Large size hot 
presses were used for block boards, typical dimensions being 
62 by 179 inches and 70 by 187 inches and a press 90 by 
210 inches was seen. Gluing pressures ranged from 150 to 
225 pounds per square inch, 

In the manufacture of laminated veneer for gun stocks 
and air-serews the resin spread veneers were dried to a 
moisture content of 6 per cent. before being hot pressed at 
270 to 302 degrees F. at a pressure of 300-370 pounds per 
square inch to produce a specific gravity of 0-8. 

The use of male and female dies appeared to have been 
generally employed in the manufacture of moulded ply- 
wood and the principle of fluid pressure for the manufacture 
of aircraft parts had not been adopted on any large scale. 
The excessive pressures required to get satisfactory gluing 


core 


was liable to cause flaws and breakages and a high degree 
of time-consuming craftsmanship and tailoring was needed 
to combat these defects. 

Metal faced plywood appears to have been manufactured 
on a small scale, doublefacing having been usually practised 
owing to warping troubles. 


Related Products 

Among the many products related to the plywood industry 
may be mentioned the use of compressed solid beech and 
hornbeam (Hdelwood) for shuttles and for the faces of 
picking sticks of composite construction, laminated phenotie 
resin-bonded compressed wood (Dehonit) for ordinary 
picking sticks and gear wheels, and Tego bonded uncom- 
pressed wood (Dehofol) for extra large picking sticks. It 
was found that plain Hdelwood shuttles were not altogether 
satisfactory in practice from the weight point of view, but 
they were reputed to last twice as long as persimmon and 
cornel, 

The manufacture of wall boards from resin bonded chips 
and sawdust was carried out by a number of firms and in 
some instances the material was converted into fibre boards 
by conventional methods. Many firms were also engaged in 
the production of furniture, doors, barrels, etc., while more 
recently there has been considerable development in the 
use of plywood and modified wood in the prefabrication of 


houses. 


Glues and Resins 

Tego film, manufactured by Theo. E. Goldsmidt A.G. of 
Essen, was the principal glue used in Germany for the 
manufacture of aircraft} plywood. The use of liquid 
phenolic resins for this purpose was dictated more by reason 
of the shortage of Tego than any advantage of the various 
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liquid phenolic resins, these latter however gave better 
results in the case of laminated veneers and the various 
types of modified and improved woods owing to their 
relatively higher impregnation capacity. However, a 
complex poly-isocyanate resin known as /Polystal and 
produced on a large scale by the I.G. Farbenindustrie A.G. 
at Leverkusen, had given promising results in the case of 
aircraft plywood and metal-to-metal joints and had a high 
resistance to humidity and heat. Kaurit (Urea formalde- 
hyde), manufactured by the I.G. Farbenindustrie at Oppau, 
was largely confined to utility and furniture plywood and 
was used with or without starch extenders, but a variety 


Kaurit W.H.K. was developed for the secondary gluing of 


aircraft parts by the addition of 20 per cent. cured phenolic 
resin. Dislocation of transport and production often 
necessitated the substitution of one glue for another ; 
casein glues went out of production early in the war owing 
to the shortage of raw rennet and extreme difficulties pre- 
vailed in the case of blood albumen, bone and hide glues.

Small Packets Service to Greece 


The Postmaster General announces that the importation 
into Greece of dutiable articles by letter post is prohibited 
by the Greek authorities and any such articles received in 
letter packets are subjected by the Greek Customs to 
charges representing at least double the amount of the 
normal duty. As the existing gift parcel service to Greece 
cannot be used for trade consignments, a ‘‘ small packets ”’ 
service has been introduced in order to provide a means 
whereby small dutiable articles (as well as non-dutiable 
goods) can be sent to Greece without incurring the severe 
penalty charges referred to above. 

The limit of weight for each ‘‘ small packet” is 2 lb. 
The postage rate is ld. for 2 ounces, with a minimum 
charge of 5d. If ‘‘ small packets” are sent to Greece by 
air mail they must be prepaid at the appropriate air mail 
letter rate viz., 5d. for the first ounce and 3d. for each 
additional ounce. 

A ‘‘ small packet’? must be made up in such a manner 
as to be easy of examination. It must bear a green customs 
label and be marked conspicuously with the words ‘‘ small 
Packet’? in the top left-hand corner. The name and 
address of the sender must be shown on the outside of the 
packet. !t is emphasized that these conditions must be 
observed whether the ‘‘ small packet’ is sent by air or 
surface route. 
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Clothing Coupons for next 
Ration Period 


Hk following announcement about clothes rationing, 

was made by the President of the Board of Trade, 

Sir Stafford Cripps, in the House of Commons, on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The instalment of the basic ration 
the period which starts on March 1 next and ends on 
August 31 will be 32 coupons. This compares with the 
30 coupons issued for the present period, but it will be 
recalled that these were made valid on August 1 last; 
they will, therefore, have covered seven months and, 
taken with the coupons already available for August 
from the preceding period, they correspond to an annual 
rate of rather less than 60 compared with the new rate 
of 64. Owing to the continued shortage of labour, and 
the shorter working week in the cotton and wool industries, 
supplies are not likely to increase and may indeed decrease, 
But the various supplements such as those for children 
and manual workers, which are equivalent to 8 extra 
coupons a year on the basic ration, are mainly spent in 
the first half of the rationing year, and the basic ration 
can, therefore, be proportionately higher in the second 
half. 

Part of the increase is accounted for by the fact that, 
in order to secure fairer distribution, sheets and cotton 
blankets are to be rationed from March 1. An ordinary 
single sheet will cost 4 coupons, and a double sheet of the 
normal type, 6. It is emphasized that the supply of sheets 
will not, of course, allow one for every person; even 
before the war the supply of sheets was far short of one 
per annum for every member of the public. Apart from 
supplies for the present priority classes, the amount of 
sheets available should be equivalent to about 1 coupon per 
person overall. The issue of priority dockets, for sheets 
will cease at the end of February but the present priority 
classes will become entitled instead to coupon equivalent 
certificates which will be issued on the same conditions 
and on the same scale, but will carry no priority of supply.

The changeover from dockets to certificates is technically 
difficult to accomplish. It has been decided that all 
before December 5 must be presented to 
retailers on or before January 31. If holders of these 
dockets for any reason fail to obtain sheets against them, 
they can return their dockets to the Board of Trade and, 
provided they can still establish their need for sheets, 
coupon equivalent certificates will be issued to them. 
All dockets issued on and after December 5 bear a dis- 
tinctive mark in red and, in so far as they are not exchanged 
for sheets before March 1, they will on that day become 
coupon equivalent certificates.

he Ministry of Transport have issued the following 
notice about the renewal of motor vehicle licences for 
1947. 

For the great majority of vehicles there will be no altera- 
tion in the duty payable for 1947, and licences may be 
renewed at Post Offices in the normal way. 

New private cars first registered on or after January 1, 
1947, will be charged with duty on cylinder capacity instead 
of horse-power. The scale of duty is £1 for every unit, or 
part of a unit, of cvlinder capacity, the unit being 100 cubic 
lin final calculation of cylinder capacity 
a quantity less than -15 of a unit will be omitted.

Owners 
of such vehicles should apply to the Local Taxation Offices 
for their licences, and, in addition to the necessary Declara- 
tion Form RF 1/2, should ask also for an amending slip 
(RF 1/2A) which describes the type of vehicle affected 
and gives instructions for completing the declaration form. 
This slip is not obtainable from the Post Offices. 

In view of the great pressure at this time in Local Taxa- 
tion Offices, owners of vehicles affected by these changes in 
taxation are asked to apply in good time with the correct 
remittances.

Mr. Belcher said that licences would be issued for the 
import of flowers and blossoms from France and Holland, 
between December 15, 1946, and the end of March 1947, to 
the extent of 572 tons. 


Exports of Farm Tractors 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Marquand, stated 
that the number of agricultural tractors of all types exported 
were 837 in August, 1,231 in September and 1,298 in 
October. 


Imports of Furniture and Timber 

Mr. Belcher said that the maximum quantity of timber 
available for export to the United Kingdom was being 
obtained from all countries with which arrangements had 
been made for the supply of furniture. The only countries 
from which furniture, but not timber, had been imported 
were Poland and Holland; these countries had no timber 
to export. 

No representations to the effect that the import of 
furniture was causing unemployment in the British furniture- 
making industry had been made to the Board of Trade. 


Shortage of Lead 

Asked if he was aware that stocks of refined lead had 
fallen from 121,900 tons at July 1945 to 19,800 tons at 
September 1946, and what action he was taking to increase 
the present stock, the Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Supply, Mr. William Leonard, said that every 
effort was being made to import as much lead as possible, 
but in present conditions of world shortage he could see no 
prospect of building up stocks. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 12 


Imports of Plate Glass 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
said that he was not prepared to revoke the decision to 
import. silvered sheet and plate glass under the Token 
Import arrangements announced in the House on April 8 
last. Imports would, however, be restricted to sizes and 
shapes in current use for utility furniture and, as they were 
at present limited to 20 per cent. by value of the pre-war 
imports from the countries concerned, United Kingdom 
manufacturers had no cause for alarm. 


Soviet Timber 

The President announced that the first delivery of Soviet 
timber under the recent agreement was made on November 8. 
Deliveries during the month of November totalled some 
13,000 standards of softwood and pitprops and a further 
6,000 standards of softwood and pitwood were expected 
during December. 


Licences to Purchase Leather 

The total number of licences to purchase leather for the 
manufacture of leather goods other than footwear during 
the twelve months ended September 30, 1946, was 16,000. 
Owing to the shortage of light leather, licences could 
normally only be issued to established firms to acquire a 
small proportion of their 1940 consumption. 


Import of Glass from Belgium 

The President said that we were already importing from 
Belgium as much sheet glass as was available for export to 
this country although, owing to its high cost, it was used for 
manufacturing purposes rather than for housing, in order 
not to increase building costs. He understood that priority 
demands for glass for housing purposes were at present fully 
met from home production. 


Crepe Sole Rubber 
The President said that world supplies of crepe sole rubber 


were still only about one-third of pre-war, and it was not yet 
possible to secure imports on the pre-war scale. Arrange- 
ments have been made, however, with the principal pro- 
ducers of sole crepe to assure to this country a reasonable 
percentage of their output. 


Export of Agricultural Machinery 

The President stated that the average monthly value of 
agricultural machinery exported during the first eight 
months of 1946 was £507,000, and the value exported in 
September £575,000. 


Timber Imports 

The President said that the quantities of timber imported 
from Germany, Austria and Czechoslovakia during the 
second half of this year were nearly 200,000 tons, nil and 
1,500 tons respectively. The quantities in transit from 
point of production were about 100,000, 3,000 and 400 tons 
respectively. 


War Damage Act Claims 

It was announced in Parliament on October 21 thatgno 
claim under Part II of the War Damage Act) would be 
considered after December 31 of this year, said the President, 
unless the claimant could show that he had been prevented 
by circumstances not under his control from lodging his 
claim. 


Exports of Glass 

Exports of plate and sheet glass together during the six 
months ended October 31, 1916, were valued at £1,330,000, 
the President stated. 


British Institute of Management 

The President said that Mr. C. G. Renold, chairman of the 
Renold and Coventry Chain Company Ltd., and a leading 
authority on the subject of Management, had accepted his 
invitation to be the first chairman of the British Institute of 
Management. He hoped shortly to be able to announce 
the names of the members of the Council. 


Premises in the Greater London Area 

The President announced that some 1,500 firms haal 
notified their desire for new industrial premises in the area 
of the Greater London Plan. These included about 200 
firms who had shown an interest in the possibility of sites in 
New Towns or quasi-satellites. The applicants are pre- 
dominantly existing London firms. The New Towns and 
quasi-satellites were intended to accommodate firms moving 
out from the congested parts of London and approval would 
not normally be given to new undertakings or to firms from 
other parts of the country. 


Distribution of Industry 

The President said that the employment trends in all 
parts of the country were under constant examination, and 
additions to the areas scheduled under the Distribution of 
Industry Act, 1945, could be made at any time, if ciroam- 
stances justified them. 


FRIDAY DECEMBER 13 


Travel Association 

Mr. Marquand said that the Travel Association of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, which was a grant-aided 
body, was making known the attractions of the United 
Kingdom as a tourist centre by means of publications sent 
abroad, articles for the overseas press and broadcasts on 
the overseas services of the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. 

Publications were in course of being distributed overseas 
to travel agencies. Copies were also being made available 
overseas with the help of the British Overseas Airways 
Corporation, British European Airways Corporation, 
British South American Airways Corporatiou, and the 
United Kingdom Railway Companies and Shipping Linea. 

Ilis Majesty’s Government wished to attract visitors from 
all countries (other than ex-enemy countries) as, while 
they realized that visitors from certain areas were important 
to our balance of payments, they also realized that exchanges 
of visits between the peoples of different countries could 
contribute largely to improved international relations, 
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MONDAY DECEMBER 16 


Engineering Advisory Council 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. John Wilmot, stated that, 
following discussions which he had had with the engineering 
employers and trade unions, he had decided to set up an 
Engineering Advisory Council to provide for him, in the 
discharge of his responsibilities for the engineering industry, 
a means of consultation with employers and workers in the 
industry on matters of general concern in the engineering 
field. Matters normally handled by the joint organizations 
of employers and trade unions in connection with wages and 
conditions of employment were excluded. The engineering 
industries for this purpose would comprise mechanical, 
electrical and radio engineering, but not ship-building or the 
iron and steel industry, which fell within the purview of the 
Iron and Steel Board. The Council would consist of equal 
numbers of trade union and employer members with himself 
as Chairman. The names of members would be announced 
later. 


Steel Allocations 


Mr. Wilmot said that the allocations of steel sheet for the 
first quarter of 1947 had been settled and authorizations had 
been or were being issued. Steel sheet was at present in 
very short supply. As regards other steels, final allocations 
were now being determined and some authorizations already 
issued would be supplemented. 

It was necessary to make special provision for vital 
programmes and the steel available for less essential 
production was correspondingly reduced. 

Every endeavour was, however, being made to maintain a 
reasonable balance of distribution and to avoid hardships. 


Manufacture of Universal Electric Plug 

Asked what steps he was taking to secure the immediate 
manufacture, on the widest possible scale, of the universal 
domestic electric plug and socket recommended by the 
Ministry of Works Electrical Installations Study Com- 
mittee in their Building Study No. 11, Mr. Wilmot said tbat 
manufacturers were proceeding with development work, 
pending the issue in the near future of a British Standards 
Institution specification. Owing to the necessity for 
retooling, however, substantial supplies were not likely to 
be available for about twelve months.

Imports of Glue 

Asked to state the policy of the Board of Trade regarding 
the importation of glue, Mr. Belcher said that licences to 
import glue and gelatine were granted freely. The quantities 
licensed for import during the past three months had shown 
a marked increase on the figures for the previous months. 
Actual arrivals in the United Kingdom, however, had not 
so far been large. 


Annual Statement of Trade 


Mr. Belcher stated that publication of the Annual State- 
ment of the Trade of the United Kingdom was resumed in 
May of this year and the volumes covering the year 1944 
have already appeared. 


Preparatory Committee Report 


Mr. Marquand said that the recommendations of the 
recent Preparatory Committee were embodied in a Report 
to the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations, 
copies of which would shortly be available. In general, the 
Committee’s conclusions on the subject of tariffs and 
preferences were that countries’ Members of the proposed 
International Trade Organization would accord to each 
other most-favoured-nation treatment in all forms of duties 
and regulations affecting trade, exceptions being made from 
this general rule in respect of certain preferences remaining 
after the proposed detailed negotiations on these matters 
which were to take place in the early part of next year. 


Trade Talks with U.S.S.R. 


Mr. Marquand said that trade negotiations with the 
U.S.S.R. were still proceeding. The present position was 
that we were awaiting replies from the Soviet Trade 
Delegation to certain questions which, he understood, had 
been referred to Moscow. 
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Token Imports from 
Luxemburg 


HE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers 

No. 229, that as from January 1, 1947, token import 

arrangements will be extended to Luxemburg. Token 
imports of the goods included in the scheme will accordingly 
be admitted from individual manufacturers in Luxemburg 
at the yearly rate of 20 per cent. by value of each manu- 
facturers’ pre-war trade with the United Kingdom with the 
goods in question. 

Applications for licences to import the listed goods from 
Luxemburg will be considered only when accompanied by a 
token shipment voucher, identifying the goods which are the 
subject of the application with those of a specified manu- 
facturer in Luxemburg. 

The Luxemburg manufacturer should apply for token 
shipment vouchers to the Luxemburg Office des Licences. 

Applications from British importers for import licences 
under these arrangements cannot be considered in advance 
of the receipt by the Import Licensing Department of the 
Board of Trade, 189 Regent Street, London, W.1, of the 
requisite token shipment vouchers. Premature applications 
will prove only a source of confusion and will not assist in 
any way to secure favourable consideration for the subse- 
quent applications duly accompanied by the necessary 
vouchers. 

The procedure set out above does not affect applications 
for import licences for goods which are not included in the 
items subject to the token import arrangements. Such 
applications will continue to be dealt with under the existing 
procedure. 

The goods to which the token import arrangements now 
apply were listed in Notice to Importers Nos. 199, 202, 213, 
218 and 228. The countries now participating in the 
scheme are Canada, U.S.A., Belgium, Switzerland, France, 
Denmark, Sweden, Holland and Luxemburg.

Further Rise in Exports of Southern 
Rhodesian Products 


MPORTS of merchandise into the Colony in August 
continued at a very high level being valued at £1,946,042 
as compared with £1,927,574 in July, states the Economic 
and Statistical Bulletin of Southern Rhodesia, published by 
the Department of Statistics, Salisbury. In the first eight 
months of the current year commodity imports worth 
£12,597,609 have already exceeded the total for the whole 
of 1945 (£12,502,000) and, should the present high rate 


continue, the 1946 figure may well be in the region of 


£20,000,000. 

Exports, too, in August, at £2,631,438, reached record 
proportions and for the third successive month exceeded 
£2,000,000. In the current year to the end of August 
exports (excluding specie but including re-exports) were 
valued at £14,231,955 the comparable 1945 figure being 
£11,256,981. 

The increased value of the August imports over the pre- 
vious month was not the result of a general all-round 
increase in the various classes of commodities but rather 
that the total of the gains recorded in certain classes ex- 
ceeded the total of losses recorded in others. Classes V 
(metals, etc.) and IV (fibres, yarns, etc.) showed the greatest 
improvements, the former rising to £665,694 in August from 
£574,556 in July and the latter reaching £504,240 in August 
as compared with £460,360 in the previous month. Lesser 
gains were recorded in Class IIL (tobacco) imports the 
August total of which was valued at £53,239 as compared 
with £22,337 in July and Class I a.b.c. (animals, agricultural 
products, etc.) which rose to £22,115 in August from £16,888 
in July. There was a large decrease in imports of Class Id. 
merchandise (foodstuffs) the August value of which fell to 
£132,429 from £184,501 in July. Class VIII (drugs, 
chemicals, ete.) imports worth £99,321 in July fell in 
August to £59,523. 

In the first eight months of the current year, however, all 
classes of imports were considerably higher in value than 
in the corresponding period of 1945. Class V imports 
(metals and manufactures of) were up by £12 million, the 
1946 and 1945 figures being £3,814,555 and £2,063,697 
respectively. Class 1V (fibres, yarns, etc.) worth £2,288,251 
to the end of August 1945 was valued at £3,106,795 in the 
comparable period of the current year and Class Id (food- 
stuffs) valued at £960,664 in 1945 had reached £1,348,415 by 
the end of August this year. 


Export Classes 


The record value of the August exports was almost 
entirely the result of the very substantial increase in 
Class III (tobacco) which, at £1,460,217 was almost double 
the July figure of £767,483. Lesser increases occurred in 
Class VII exports (oils, waxes, etc.) which rose to £75,297 in 
August as compared with £56,895 in July and Class IX 
(leather, rubber, etc.) worth £41,016 in August and £32,438 
in the previous month. Minor increases were recorded in 
Classes I a.b.c. VIII and XI. There was a very substantial 
decrease in Class VI exports (minerals, earthenware, etc.) 
which were valued at £299,973 in July and £145,717 in 
August. Class V (metals and manufactures of) was also 
less valuable in August than in the previous month the 
figures being £525,855 and £546,581 respectively. 

In the first eight months of the current year Class III 
exports (tobacco) amounting to £4,889,273 were nearly 
90 per cent. higher than the comparable 1945 figure of 
£2,591,319. In the same period Class Id. (foodstuffs) was 
worth £1,018,733 this year and £872,955 in 1945 while 
Class VII (oils, waxes, etc.) rose to £416,367 and £253,122. 
There was a decline in the value of Class V (metals and 
manufactures of) which in the first eight months of this 
year were valued at £4,320,337 as compared with £4,478,579 
last year and Class VI (minerals, earthenware, etc.) which 
tell from £1,616,307 in 1945 to £1,559, 277 this year. 


With the exception of Class X (wood, cane, etc.) worth 


£230,372 in 1945 and £227,600 in 1946 all other classes of 


exports showed increased values in the first eight months 
of the current year as compared with the corresponding 
period in 1945, 

Tobacco was again, by a large margin, the Colony’s most 
valuable single export in August being worth £1,422,944 as 
compared with £742,697 in July. In the first eight months 
of the year such exports were valued at £4,663,930, or 
nearly double the £2,413,377 exported in the same period 
in 1945. 


Gold and Tobacco 


August exports of gold, £410,414, were very slightly below 
the July figure of £410,984 and in the first eight months of 
the year were less than 1 per cent. lower than in the corres- 
ponding period of 1945, the comparable figures being 
£3,224,672 and £3,252,398 respectively. 

At this point it is interesting to compare the values of 
these two main components on the Colony’s export trade, 
gold and tobacco. Last year (to the end of August) tobacco 
made up 26 per cent. of exports and gold 35 per cent., but 
in the current year the positions have been completely 
reversed with tobacco accounting for over 40 per cent. and 
gold 28 per cent. 

Exports of raw asbestos in August at £96,638 were con- 
siderably less than half the July total of £215,647 and, 
because of this low August figure, the value in the first 
eight months of the year £1,093,719, was slightly lower than 
the corresponding 1945 figure of £1,104,352. 

August exports of chrome ore, valued at £29,133 were 


also considerably below the previous month’s figure of 


£60,728 and in the current year (to the end of August) 
only amounted to two-thirds of last year’s cpmparable 
figure (£426,198 and £641,808). 

Fresh, frozen and chilled meat was somewhat less valuable 
in August than in July (£24,964 and £26,754) but the total 
for the first eight months of the year, £177,448, was £12,000 
greater than in the comparable period of 1945. 

Preserved meats exported in August were valued at 
£12,973, a considerable drop when compared with the 
£46,821 in July but up to the end of August in the current 
year these exports reached £177,374, the comparable 1945 
figure being £153,727. 

Ground nut oil increased again to £36,068 in August 
from £33,792 in July and in the first eight months of the year 
was valued at £221,359 or much more than twice last year’s 
figure of £100,049. 


Direction of Trade 


As has been already stated imports (excluding specie) 
from all sources in the first eight months of the current 
year have already exceeded the total for the whole of 1945. 
The United Kingdom, the main source of the Colony’s 
supplies, has sent merchandise worth £4,665,610 this year 
(to the end of August) or 37 per cent. of total imports as 
compared with £2,933,717, slightly less than 37 per cent., 
in the same period in 1945. The Union of South Africa’s 
share in the Colony’s markets was slightly less this year 
than last although in both cases the £2,196,057 in 1945 
and the £3,415,133, this year represented over 27 per cent. 
of the total. About two-thirds of all imports, therefore, 
come from the United Kingdom and the Union of South 
Africa. 

Merchandise from Canada this year did not form as large 
a part of the total as in 1945 the resepctive figures being 
£578,579 in the current year, just over 44 per cent., and 
£450,462, over 54 per cent., last year. India has sent 
£383,661 this year as compared with £328,135 in the corres- 
ponding period of 1945 and Australian imports, due to 
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heavy importations of wheat in the current year, have 
greatly exceeded last year’s comparable figure, the respec- 
tive amounts being £236,959 and £23,990. 

From the chief foreign source of supplies, the United 
States, the Colony received merchandise valued at £1,675,523 
this year or just over 13 per cent. of the total as compared 
with £1,115,390, nearly 14 per cent., last year. Very large 
maize imports earlier this year raised the value of supplies 
from the Argentine to £307,148, last year’s comparable 
figure being £3,570. 

In the first eight months of 1945 British countries had 
supplied 78-5 per cent. and foreign countries 21-5 per cent. of 
the Colony’s imports, this year so far 76-7 per cent. has 
come from British sources and 23-3 from foreign. 


U.K. Purchases 


The largest purchaser of the Colony’s domestic produce, 
the United Kingdom, had taken £6,699,771 to the end of 
August this year (53:3 per cent. of all domestic exports) 
as compared with £5,615,013 (55-8 per cent.) in the corres- 
ponding period of 1945. Exports to the Union of South 
Africa, worth £790,237 in 1945 (January-August) increased 
to £1,297,538 in the same period of this year. Third in 
importance amongst the Colony’s customers, Northern 
Rhodesia’s share of domestic exports in the first eight 
months of this year amounted to £1,090,457, the comparable 
1945 amount being £966,773. The principal foreign buyer, 
the United States had not taken so much this year (to the 
end of August) as last, the figures being £631,000 and 
£680,267 respectively. Increased shipments of tobacco to 
Egypt sent up the value of exports to that country to 
£362,238 during January-August of the current year as 
compared with last year’s figure of £249,667. 

Re-exports to Northern Rhodesia worth £768,995 in 
1945 (to the end of August) had reached £1,084,491 in the 
corresponding eight months of the current year and were 
the chief contributor to the increase in the Colony’s total 
re-export trade. Such trade valued at £1,197,605 in 1945 
had already risen to £1,730,288 in the same period (January- 
August) of the current year. 
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Economie Outlook of the 
Dominican Republic 


HE Dominican Republic is one of the smallest sovereign 
"Woes, and it is still in an early stage of development 

states His Majesty’s Consul General at Ciudad Trujillo. 
Its commercial and economic situation is,. however, 
sound, and its prospects, within the limits of its potential- 
ities, are most promising. The country has rich natural 
resources, and although the standard of living of the 
majority of the population is not high, it is steadily rising 
and the opportunity for betterment is now available. 

The main wealth of the country lies in its production of 
sugar, which is in the hands of foreign owned and foreign 
administered companies, mostly American. The biggest 
development of recent years ia the line of production is the 
important scheme of the United Fruit Company, who are 
building up a large-scale plantation of bananas. A con- 
siderable area of fertile land has been taken over, a new port 
and town are being constructed in Montecristi, and plant of 
various kind is being installed. Already considerable ship- 
ments of bananas have been made, but when the enterprise 
is fully developed the output should be very large, and be 
maintained on a large scale by scientific management. The 
credit opened for the scheme is in the neighbourhood of 
five million pounds. 


Production Schemes 


The Government is also making strenuous efforts to 
improve and to increase the production of cocoa, tobacco, 
rice and other commodities, for which the rich soil of the 
country and its fortunate freedom from the worst types of 
pest and disease offer every advantage. Serious attention 
is also being paid to the improvement and development of 
cattle breeding, both for meat and for milk. Experts from 
the College of Tropical Agriculture in Trinidad have recently 
made a careful survey of the soil and plantation organiza- 
tion, at the invitation of the President, and the chief 
veterinary officer of Jamaica also made a tour a few months 
ago. 

Like other countries in this hemisphere, the Dominican 
Republic has heard the call of industrialization, and the 
President has plans for the establishment of textile factories, 
soap factories, tanneries, cigarette and match factories on an 
increasing scale, and particularly, when the cocoa quality 
has been scientifically adapted, a factory for the manufac- 
ture of high-class chocolate in considerable quantity, but he 
realizes that for many years to come the prosperity of the 
country must depend on wise development and control of 
the products of its fertile soil. 

Foreign experts are welcomed and their advice is eagerly 
sought and gratefully followed. The fact that the develop- 
ment of the country’s chief wealth is in the hands of foreign 
capital and foreign experts has not aroused prejudice, and 
foreign, and particularly British, interests seeking com- 
mercial relations may be sure of reasonable, if not generous, 
treatment. 


Demand for U.K. Goods 


Practically the whole sugar crop of between 400,000 and 
500,000 tons is purchased each year by Great Britain, and 
there is great demand in San Domingo for British goods. 
There is a sentimental appreciation of the British people and 
of British manufacture, which increases our opportunity. 
The country is solvent, having only a small external debt 
which it is planned shortly to wipe oft. Manufactured 
articles of many kinds are urgently required, to be paid for 
in cash, which means in dollars. Agricultural machinery, 
sugar machinery, railway material, cars, bicycles and a host 
of consumer goods are in strong demand, but the placing of 
orders has for the past year been held up by the lack of 
direct shipping communications. At present, goods from 
the United Kingdom destined for the Dominican .Republic 
must be transhipped, but if the volume of orders secured 
by the United Kingdom increases, there will doubtless be an 
improvement in shipping facilities.

Canadian War-time Prices and Trade 
Board Price Control 


URTHER to the notice which appeared in the Board of 
F Trade Journal on August 3, 1946 (pages 1040 to 1045) 

the following amendment to Administrator’s Order 
No. A—2041, fixing maximum wholesale and retail prices 
of specified imported goods, has recently been issued by the 
Canadian War-time Prices and Trade Board :— 


Administrator’s Order No. A-2142 
(Amending Administrator’s Order No. A-2041) 


Maximum Wholesale and Retail Prices of 
Specified Imported Goods 


Under powers given by the War-time Prices and Trade Board to the 
Administrator of Distributive Trades, it is hereby ordered as follows : 


1.—This Order shall come into force on November 1, 1946. 


2.—The explanatory Note to Administrator’s Order No. A-2041 
is amended by deleting the fifth paragraph thereof and substituting 
therefor the following :— 

“The Order does not apply to sales by any person of any 
goods sales of which are suspended from maximum prices fixed 
by or under authority of The War-time Prices and Trade 
tegulations.” 
3.—Section 2 of said Order is amended as follows: 

(a) by deleting paragraph (i) of clause (a) of that Section and 
substituting therefor the following :— 

(i) the price as shown on the Customs invoice (converted 
where necessary to Canadian currency at rates based on 
Foreign Exchange Control Board quotations in effect 
on July 6, 1946, if the goods were entered at Customs 
on or before that date, or, if the goods were entered at 
Customs after that date, on such quotations in effect 
on the actual date the goods were entered at Customs) 
after deduction of all discounts and allowances (other 
than cash discount) ordinarily known as ‘trade dis- 
counts’ and deducted by Customs in establishing value 
for duty purposes ;”’ ; 

(6) by deleting the words “* at wholesale ’’ wherever they appear 

in Clause (f) of that Section and substituting therefor the words 

“ otherwise than at retail.’’

4.—Section 3 of said Order is amended by deleting Clause (a) of 
that Section and re-lettering Clauses (6), (c) and (d) as (a), (b) and (c), 
respectively. 

5.—Sub-section (2) of Section 8 of said Order is revoked and 
replaced by the following :— 

‘“*(2) For the purposes of this Section, the ‘ lawful maximum 

price ’ referred to in Clause (a) of Sub-section (1) of this 
Section shall be deemed to be the actual price paid for 
the goods by the retailer unless he has in his possession, 
available for inspection by any representative of the 
Board, a declaration in writing, signed by his supplier 
of the goods, in the form prescribed in Section 12a, 
showing such * lawful maximum price,’ in which case he 
shall produce such declaration at any time to any such 
representative.” 
6.—The following, together with the new heading as hereunder, is 
added to said Order as new Section 8a :— 

“SPECIFIED IMPORTED Goops ACQUIRED FROM CANADIAN 

tETAILERS. 

“8a.—The maximum price at which a retailer may sell any 
specified imported goods acquired by him from a retailer in 
Canada shall be the amount fixed, by the provisions of Section 44 
of Board Order No. 414 as amended, as the maximum price at 
which he may sell those goods acquired from that retailer.” 
7.—Section 12 of Administrator's Order No. A-2041 is hereby

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China Import Licensing Regulations 


INCE the Board of Trade Journal notice of November 30 
(see page 1723) further information has been received 
about the Chinese import licensing regulations which 
were introduced in November. The important extracts 
from the texts of the regulations as received in London 
are given below. It is understood that the validity of 
import licences issued before November 17 is not affected. 
It has been emphasized in China that in operating the 
regulations the intention of the authorities is to discourage 
the importation of inessentials and to promote the supply 
to China of goods such as raw materials, machinery and 
capital equipment. 


Revised Temporary Foreign Trade 
Regulations 


The Temporary Foreign Trade Regulations promulgated 
on March 1, 1946, are hereby annuled upon the adoption 
of these Revised Regulations. 


I. Exports. 

Art. 1. All exports except those listed in Schedule V 
annexed hereto may be freely exported upon presentation 
to the Customs of an invoice containing a certificate in a 
form prescribed by the Central Bank of China signed by 
an Appointed Bank stating that it has purchased or 
contracted to purchase the foreign exchange derived 
therefrom ; provided however that such a certificate is 
not required in the case of a shipment valued at less than 
U.S.$25.00 or equivalent value and not for commercial 
purposes. 


LICENSING OF IMPORTS. 

II. Imports. 

Art. 2. With effect from the date of enforcement of the 
Revised Temporary Foreign Trade Regulations the 
importation of all goods except those contained in 
Schedule IV (Prohibited List) and those provided for 
under Article 14 hereof shall be subject to licence and 
only permitted in accordance with the provisions of 
these Regulations. 

Art. 3. The term ‘‘ Import Licence ”’ in these Regulations 
shall be construed to mean a licence to import cargo 
and to purchase from an Appointed Bank foreign 
exchange for the true c.i.f. value of such cargo.

Board for the Temporary Regulations

Constitution. 

Art. 4. For the purpose of administering the system of 
Import Licences and of co-ordinating the work of the 
organizations concerned a Board for the Temporary 
Regulation of Imports (hereinafter called the ‘* Board ’’) 
is hereby created under the Supreme Economic Council. 

Art. 5. The Board shall establish a department for the 
purpose of allocating Import quotas, which shall be 
known as the Import Quota Allocation Department 
(hereinafter called the ‘* Allocation Department ’’). 

Art. 6. (a) The Board shall establish an Import Licensing 
Department for the purpose of issuing licences in respect 
of the importation of goods in Schedules I and II. 

(b) The Foreign Exchange Examination Department 
of the Central Bank of China shall issue Import Licences 
in respect of the importation of goods in Schedule ITT. 

Art. 7. The Board shall establish an ‘‘ Executive Com- 
mittee.” : 

The Executive Committee shall be responsible to the 
Board and shall execute the policy as determined by the 
Board. The Executive Committee shall report to the 
Board at regular intervals. 

Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall create a Secre- 
tariat to co-ordinate the work of the departments con- 
cerned and for general purposes. It shall also create 
such committees as it may find necessary in the discharge 
of its functions. 

Art. 9. The Offices of the Board shall be located on the 
premises of the Central Bank of China at Shanghai. 


Classification of Goods 

Art. 10. All goods normally imported into China are 
hereby classified in accordance with the Schedule annexed 
to these Regulations. 

Goods or classes of goods may be transferred by the 
Board from one Schedule to another as circumstances 
require or permit. Notification of such transfers shall be 
made in the Press. 





Registration of Importers 


Art. 11. Applications for Import Licences shall only be 
considered if made by importers registered with the 
Board. Importers shall be registered in accordance with 
the particular trade, or trades, in which they are engaged. 
The Board shall be authorized to issue appropriate 
directions to govern the registration of importers. 


Procedure for the Importation of Goods 


Art. 12 (a) Schedule I. 

All purchases abroad of Capital Goods in Schedule | 
exceeding U.S.$2,000 or equivalent value, and excepting 
any such goods covered by Article 13 (b) shall be subject 
to prior approval by the Board. Before completing 
purchases abroad, importers must submit to the Board 
for consideration applications containing particulars of 
the goods which they propose to purchase, together with 
the name of the country of origin, and the terms of 
payment and shipment. The Board may at its discretion 
eall for further information.

Applications for Import Licences must be made by 
importers prior to completing a purchase abroad, and 
shall contain the essential particulars of such proposed 
purchase.

‘* Manufacturer ”’ in the event of any quota being issued 
to manufacturers direct. 


Purchases by Governmental Departments, etc. 


Art. 13. (a) Goods imported for industrial and/or trading 
purposes by institutions or companies of which the capita! 
is owned or controlled by the Government shall be subject 
to the same licensing procedure as goods imported by 
privately owned concerns. 

(b) Goods imported by or on behalf of Governmental 
Departments for public or their own official use shall 
also be subject to licensing. Applications in respect of 
such goods shall require the prior approval of the Execu- 
tive Yuan, which, when granted, shall be deemed to 
constitute an instruction to the Board. Upon transmis- 
sion to the Board of approved applications accompanied 
by particulars of purchase, shipment, amount of foreign 
exchange required and prospective dates of payment, 
the Board shall cause the necessary import Licences to 
be issued by the Import Licensing Department. 

The Executive Yuan shall establish its own procedure 
for the consideration of such application. 

(ec) The Board shall issue General Import Licences 
(1) To UNRRA for goods for relief and rehabilitation,

Control of Imports (Quota No. 9, Fourteenth Period) 
Order, 1946, appointing the period January 1, 1947, to 
December 31, 1947, as the fourteenth quota period for any 
completely or substantially assembled motor-car chassis, 
without a body or body shell attached thereto, and fixing 
the quota for the period at 60 articles.

Control of Imports (Quota No. 38, Eighteenth Period) 
Order, 1946, appointing the period January 1, 1947, to 
June 30, 1947, as the eighteenth period quota for certain 
metal screws, and fixing the quota for the period at 50,000 
gross articles, of which 48,000 gross shall be screws shown to 
have been manufactured in the United Kingdom or Canada.

Relaxation of Import Duty : The Board of Trade have 
received a copy of Notification No. 15 Customs, dated 
October 15, 1946, issued by the Finance Department 
(Revenue Division) of the Government of India, which 
amends the list of items exempt from Customs duty given 
under Notification No. 1 Customs, dated March 9, 1946 
(See Board of Trade Journal of March 30, 1946) :— 

** Wooden blocks for shuttle and bobbin manufacture ” 
now reads :—‘‘ Wood for the manufacture of shuttles 
and _ bobbins.’’ 

‘* Raw materials, other than glass bulbs, required for 
the manufacture of electric lamps,’ now reads :— 
‘* Raw materials and component parts, other than glass 
bulbs required for the manufacture of electric lamps, 
such as:—(1) Lamp caps; (ii) Filament wires; (iii) 
Leading-in wires; (iv) Molybdenum wires and rods; 
(v) Glass tubings and rods; (vi) Mandrel wires made of 
steel or any other suitable material ; (vii) Forming gas; 
(viii) Nitrogen gas; (ix) Rare gases like argon, Aron and 
krypton; (x) Bakelite capping or basing cement; 
(xi) Stamping paste and acid; (xii) Phosphorus pent- 
oxide ; (xiii) Red phosphorus. 


Nicaragua 


Customs Tariff Modifications: H.M. Representative at 
Managua has forwarded a translation of Administrative 
Circular No. 308, issued by the Director General of Customs, 
which was published in the Official Gazette of October 15, 
1946. 

In this Circular the Director General of Customs 
announces that, in accordance with Note No. 5414 from 
the Ministry of Finance, dated October 1, 1946, free 
importation is allowed of canvas and cotton filter-press 
cloth and ‘‘ kraft’? manila paper packings for filter presses 
which are in the future imported by the mining companies 
of Nicaragua for exclusive use in their mining plants, such 
articles being considered to be included in Article 231 of 
the mining code. 
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United States of America 


Tariff Classification of Standard Newsprint Paper: The 
Board of Trade have received a copy of a United States 
Treasury Decision (T.D.51532), published on September 16, 
1946, which provides as follows :— 

The specifications for standard newsprint paper, which is 
free of duty under paragraph 1772, Tariff Act of 1930, were 
enlarged by section 507, Revenue Act of 1943, T.D.51012 
(see Board of Trade Journal, April 29, 1944, page 162), the 
provisions of which were made applicable to paper entered 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after the 
date of the latter statute, and while United States newspaper 
publishers are limited by law or governmental order or 
regulation as to the amount of paper they may use in the 
publication of their papers. 

Direction 7 to Priorities Regulation 32 of the Civilian 
Production Administration, which provided for a limitation 
such as is mentioned in section 507, swpra, was revoked by 
an order issued July 1, 1946 (Federal Register, volume 11, 
number 128, dated July 2, 1946), and the Bureau has been 
advised by the Civilian Production Administration that 
none of its orders or regulations remaining in effect provide 
for a limitation upon the amount of newsprint paper used. 
A careful investigation has satisfied the Bureau that no other 
law or governmental order or regulation within the purview 
of the said section 507 has limited United States newspaper 
publishers since June 30, 1946, as to the amount of paper 
they may use in the publication of their papers. 

In view of the foregoing, newsprint paper entered or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on and after 
July 1, 1946, is not entitled to the benefits of section 507 of 
the revenue act, and to be free of duty under paragraph 1772 
of the tariff act, the paper must meet the specifications 
formerly in effect. 
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Eire 

Exemption from Customs Duty: The Eire Revenue 
Commissioners at Dublin have forwarded copies of Notices 
Nos. 225 and 475, which give details of the conditions under 
which any articles required for the purposes shown below 
may be imported into Eire free of Customs Duty under 
Sections 18 and 19 of the Finance Act, 1946 :— 


(i) the establishment or maintenance of an international 
air service using or involving the use of an airport in 
the State ; 


(ii) the establishment or maintenance of radio or 
meteorological services or other guide to air naviga- 
tion ancillary to any such international air service ; 


(iii) experimental purposes in connection with the 
establishment or maintenance of any such inter- 
national air service; 


(iv) for or in connection with the rescue, salvage or repair 
of damaged civil aircraft registered in another State.
